Songs of Freedom 


Part of Nelson Mandela’s overwhelming legacy is the music he 
inspired that lifted his nation—and the world. BY SEAN SMITH

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You may have wondered about 
the singing. When former 
South African president Nelson 
Mandela died on Dec. 5 at the age 
of 95, thousands of mourners 
gathered outside his onetime 
family home in Soweto township 
near Johannesburg to dance and 
sing. From the outside, it seemed 
more like a celebration than an 
expression of grief, but to South 
Africans, and to those of us who 
have lived there, it was the most 
honorable tribute they could have 
given him. 

South Africa is a nation 
divided by words. It has 11 official 
languages—nine tribal ones, 
plus Afrikaans and English— 


and during more than four 
decades of racial oppression, the 
country’s apartheid government 
used that to its advantage. Black 
South Africans were segregated 
not only from whites but from 
one another, forced to live in 
designated “homelands” that 
prevented the tribes from form- 
ing a unified rebellion. That plan 
failed, in large part, because of 
one language the government 
overlooked: music. 

For most Americans, the 
sound of South Africa is Paul 
Simon’s 1986 Grammy-winning 
album, Graceland, which featured 
vocals by the Zulu group 
Ladysmith Black Mambazo. It’s a

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fair representation—deep, reso- 
nant harmonies so interwoven 
they could be one voice or one 
thousand—but that sound did 
more than put “Diamonds on the 
Soles of Her Shoes.” For a people 
scattered across a country more 
than three times the size of 
Montana, music—much like the 
protest songs of the US. civil 
rights movement—became 
critical to the fight for equality. 
Miriam Makeba’s “To Those We 
Love (Nongqongqo)” and Hugh

Home,” among others, combined 
the soul lift of gospel with the 
headlines of the evening news. 
They unified and vivified. “African 
music,” Mandela wrote in his 
1994 autobiography, Long Walk to 
Freedom, “can ignite the political

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apartheid movement. In June 
1964, Mandela and seven other 
resistance leaders had been sen- 
tenced to life in prison for 
sabotage and conspiracy to over- 
throw the state. By the mid-’80s, 
while serving his sentence on 
Robben Island, Mandela had 
become a cause célébre on USS. 
and U.K. college campuses, 
thanks to the 1984 hit from 
British ska outfit the Special 
AKA, “Nelson Mandela,” a joyful, 
leap-to-your-feet rallying cry 
imploring the government to 
release him, and the 1985 crunch- 
ing rock anthem “Sun City” from 
Artists United Against Apart- 
heid, featuring group founder 
Steven Van Zandt and his E Street 
Bandmate Bruce Springsteen, 
Bob Dylan, Run-DMC, and others 
vowing not to play in South 
Africa. The following year, artists 
such as Sting, U2, and Joan Baez 
participated in a six-concert 
Amnesty International tour, A 
Conspiracy of Hope, that raised 
awareness about “prisoners of 
conscience,” including Mandela. 

By the end of the decade, 


Broadway and Hollywood had :; 


joined the cause, with the film 
Cry Freedom, starring Denzel 
Washington as slain South 
African activist Steve Biko, 
the TV movie Mandela, 
and the debut of the stage 


musical Sarafina! (later a movie 
starring Whoopi Goldberg). In 
June 1988, an estimated 600 mil- 
lion people tuned in to watch 
George Michael, Eurythmics, 
Whitney Houston, and others 
perform at the televised Nelson 
Mandela 70th Birthday Tribute 
concert at London’s Wembley 
Stadium. Artists alone did not 
free Mandela, of course, but they 
added fuel to a growing political 
fire that would ultimately force 
the South African government 
to dismantle itself. “Big things 
can grow from small beginnings,” 
says Jerry Dammers, who wrote 
“Nelson Mandela” as leader of 
the Special AKA. “After Nelson 
Mandela was released there was 
another concert in Wembley 
where he came to address the 
crowd. He got an eight-minute 
standing ovation. It was an

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amazing moment in my life.” 

By the time Mandela stepped 
out of prison on Feb. 11, 1990, he 
had been transformed from a 
national freedom fighter into an 
international symbol of libera- 
tion. He would go on to win the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1993 and 
become South Africa’s first 
black president the following 
year. His life is one of the most 
pivotal narratives of the 20th 
century, and the film industry 
has tried its best to capture it. 
Clint Eastwood’s 2009 film, 
Invictus, with Morgan Freeman, 
and the current release Mandela: 
Long Walk to Freedom, starring 
Idris Elba, are the most high- 
profile examples, but neither has 
managed to fully realize both the 
man and the icon. Some lives are 
simply too big for the movies. 

The story of Mandela is best 
told not through his own life, 
really, but through his people. 
For all his achievements, his 
most indelible was showing black 
South Africans, who had been 
shamed into believing that they 
were fit for little more than ser- 
vitude, that they were not merely 
equal but had the capacity for 
greatness. In a week marked by 
speeches from global dignitaries 
praising Mandela’s leadership, it 
is easy to forget his countrymen, 
but Mandela himself never did.

“When Mandela spoke for us,” 
Masekela recently told CBS, “it 
wasn’t about him, it was about 
his country.”

How do you solve a problem like Rodgers and Hammerstein’s The 
middling ratings for your Thurs- Sound of Music starring country 
day-night lineup? On Dec. 5, superstar Carrie Underwood as 
NBC’s answer was to stage an aspiring nun Maria. It was a 
ambitious live adaptation of risky experiment—not seen 
the 1959 Broadway version of _ since the live telecasts of the

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1950s like Cinderella and Peter 
Pan—but it paid off big-time. 
More than 18 million viewers 
watched the three-hour show, 
garnering NBC its highest 
prime-time Thursday ratings 
since the 2009 finale of ER. “You 
take one of the leading artists in 
the country and you combine 
her with this family-friendly 
title and then you create this 
perfect storm,” says producer 
Neil Meron (Hairspray). But in 
addition to having built-in 
appeal, Music was hyped as an 
event that you had to watch 
live—and hopefully live-tweet. 
“That creates a sense of urgency, 
immediacy, a cliff-hanger kind 
of reaction, which is why people 
watch awards shows,” says 
Meron’s producing partner, 
Craig Zadan. (Speaking of 
awards shows: Perhaps it’s a 
good omen for the equally com- 
plex and equally live Academy 
Awards—airing on March 2 
with host Ellen DeGeneres— 
which Meron and Zadan are 
overseeing for a second time.) 
Reaction was fairly mixed 
when it came to the actual pro- 
duction, with some fans out- 
raged at changes from the movie 
(No gazebo dance! No puppet 
show!) and underwhelmed by 
Underwood’s acting. The pro- 
ducers, though, say they have no 


regrets. “We think, considering 
what this young artist had to 
shoulder and being that it was 
her first experience doing some- 
thing like this—we are so proud,” 
says Meron. The pair have had 
early talks with NBC, which has 
already indicated it will do 
another live musical next holi- 
day season. “It’s so early,” says 
Meron. “We’re still bathing in 
the hills being live.” He adds, 
“We've discussed what we’re not 
going to do. And we’re definitely 
not going to do [the all-nude 
musical] Oh! Calcutta!”

supporting actors in the movie version of The 
Sound of Music this week: Eleanor Parker died 


on Dec. 9 in Palm Springs, Calif, 
at the age of 91. Her most

If the shot above looks exceptionally (or Inception-ally) 
familiar, it might be because it’s from the first film 
directed by Wally Pfister, Christopher Nolan’s longtime 
cinematographer.

Ww years later, they costarred on the big screen in Baby Mama. 
today? Tina Fey and Amy Poehler are still finding ways to sit 
and next to each other while trading punchlines. In fact, they 
tackled the daunting roles of guest editors for this issue of EW. 
duo’s next reunion will take place on Jan. 12, when they host 
the Golden Globes for the second year in a row. In the meantime, 
each is thoroughly busy on her own: Poehler stars on NBC's Parks 
and Recreation, is writing a memoir, and is exec-producing an 
upcoming NBC sitcom and Comedy Central's Broad City, while Fey, 


creator and star of 380 Rock, 
will hit theaters next year in 
Muppets Most Wanted and 
This Is Where I Leave You, 
and recently sold sitcoms to 
Fox and NBC. Since Poehler 
is based in L.A. and Fey is 
stationed in New York, EW 
decided to spare almost every 
expense and reunite them for 
a long-distance conversation 
over three bagels and one 
muffin, with Poehler, 42, chat- 
ting from EW’s West Coast 
bureau and Fey, 43, joining 
via Skype from New York. 
How did their freewheeling 
conversation come to involve 
George Clooney in a Ziploc bag, 
Siamese-twin judges, and a 
high-flying geisha? Read on. 


You Say that the reason you try 
to work together often is because 
otherwise you'd never see each 
other. Where’s the first place the 
conversation goes when you're 
not talking about work? 

AMY We talk about our chil- 
dren and our families and our 
life, we often talk about how 
tired we are, and we talk about 
when we got to sleep and how 
great it was to sleep. 

TINA I actually talk about my 
upcoming facial surgeries. 
There’s a new procedure I’m 
doing a lot where they freeze 
your fat off you, they make it 
into a whipped dessert, and 
you eat it again. 

AMY Mmmm. lm going to lipo- 
suction my face and freeze the

fat and turn it into eggs. And 
have babies made out of my 
own fat. 
TINA Amazing. 

Face-fat babies. 


If you guys slept in bunk beds— 
and we all like to believe that you 
do—would there be a fight over 
who’d get the top? 
TINA There wouldn’t be a fight. 
I feel like I would probably want 
the bottom? I don’t know what 
your preference would be. 
You’d want the bottom 
and I'd be like, “Fine, take the 
bottom,” and I would take 
the top. And then at one point 
at night, you’d wake up and I 
would be next to you in the 
bottom. 


How solid is the plan to have 
Tina’s two daughters marry 
Amy's two sons? 
TINA It’s out there. I feel like if 
we push it, they’re going to 
sense that, so we’re keeping 
them at opposite sides of the 
country to create a mystery. 
We've learned to undersell 
that idea until they’re of the 
perfect age, but if we do havea 
wedding at any point, Tina 
and I are going to insist that 
we write and perform a song 


, 
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that we sing to our children. 
TINA We have committed that 
we’re both going to wear 
peach to the wedding. I talked 
to Faith Popcorn about it, and 
the trend is going to come 
around right about the time 
that they should get married. 
You got Faith Popcorn on 
the line! 
TINA I have Faith Popcorn on 
retainer. I’m sorry—what I 
meant to say is that I have 
popcorn stuck in my retainer. 


What's the first memory you 
have of each other? 
We were fixed up, 
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arranged marriage, by Charna 
Halpern, who runs iO [formerly 
ImprovOlympic] in Chicago, 
where we started doing improv. 
TINA We were in separate 
classes, right? 

AMY Yeah, we weren’t in the 
same class at the time. Charna 
put the two of us on the improv 
team together. 

TINA We were the only two 
women on this improv team 
called Inside Vladimir, which 
was named after a gay-porn 
movie that was for rent in the 
neighborhood bodega where 
we used to practice. 

AMY A lot of people don’t know 
that every project Tina and I 
have worked on since has been 
named after gay porn...30 Rock, 
obviously. Parks and Recreation, 
obviously. 

TINA Baby Mama. 


When you think about your 
chemistry, which classic duo 
comes to mind? Laurel and 
Hardy? Abbott and Costello? 
Lucy and Ricky? The Olsen 
twins? Laverne and Shirley? 

Stop me at any point. 

TINA I think the closest would 
be the Olsen twins. 

AMY Yeah, because when we’re 
next to each other we like to 


hug each other a lot, like we’re 
in the womb, and Tina’s thumb- 
print matches my pinkie, 
because that’s what we were 
like in the womb. [Amy presses 
her pinkie onto the computer 
screen, and Tina pushes her 
thumb against it.] 

TINA But I do say the Olsen 
twins because unlike a lot of 
comedy duos, we’re not oppo- 
sites. There’s a lot of overlap 
in what we like and even in the 
way we perform, to a certain 
extent. We’re not Martin and 
Lewis. We're like Derek Jeter 
and A-Rod. 

AMY I want to be Jeter right 
now. I don’t want to be A-Rod. 
He's going through it. 


When you guys collaborate, who 
tends to take what role?

With Drew Barrymore 
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on SNL 
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TINA I think we’re both very 
optimistic. And we both like to 
pitch. It’s a nice relationship in 
that it feels very safe to pitch, 
like we know each other well 
enough that even if you pitch 
something that’s too far, you 
know that person's going to be 
reasonable. 

AMY When we get ready for a 
big event like this, I usually just 
run around screaming, saying, 
“We're never gonna make it!!!” 
and Tina usually ends up just 
punching a wall, being like, “I’m 
disappointing myself and my 
family!” That’s an everyday 
writing session for us. [Laughs] 


Amy, is there a type of humor 
you find funny that Tina doesn’t, 
or vice versa? 

AMY No, I think we got used to 
who could deliver a joke better 
when we did “Weekend Update.” 
TINA Not every joke is a natural 
fit for everybody. Sometimes 
one person can just get away 
with something. I was thinking 
about that great joke written 
by Sam Means that you did 
at the Globes about James 
Cameron—lI feel like we got 
away with that better because 
you read it. Sometimes people 
assume that I’m meaner than 


Tam. I’m not mean. My face is 
really mean. 

AMY People assume that I’m 
nicer than I am. 

TINA [Rolling eyes] Ugh, tell me 
about it. Oof 


If you were to add a third person 
to your duo, who would it be? 
AMY All right, wait—let’s say it 
at the same time. Okay, ready? 
One...two...three...Bill Clinton. 
TINA Elaine Stritch. 

AMY She would be great. I feel 
like if Elaine was there she’d 
just be like [in a gravelly voice], 
“Keep it moving!” 


You have so many friends in the 
comedy world— 

AMY Oh my God, we have the 
funniest friends. A million 
people. 

TINA A million people. Fred 
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As Sarah Palin and 
Hillary Clinton in 2008 
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[Armisen], Maya [Rudolph]... 

I feel like we’d probably 
pick an SNL person because we 
feel comfortable knowing that 
they could hang. But who 
knows? Maybe we give that kid 
Jennifer Lawrence, who I find a 
total delight— 

TINA Give her a shot! 

She was hilarious on The 

Daily Show.... Honestly, almost 
every person we've ever worked 
with, I feel like we’d be super- 
psyched to see. 
TINA Even people who were 
good hosts [on SNZ]...Matt 
Damon and Ben Affleck, they 
know the deal. 


[Tina appears to be fiddling with 
apiece of fabric.] 

Tina, what are you doing? 

TINA I’m crafting. You make 
ornaments out of felt, and a 
tree out of felt, and the toddler 
can decorate it. 

‘That’s great. I’m crafting 
as well. I’m taking a bagel and 
putting cream cheese on it, 
and then I’m shoving it in my 
mouth hole. 


It was unclear if you’d be back to 
host the Golden Globes, and then 
you signed on for not just one 
more year but two. Why two? 


Ithink we’re excited about 


getting to get in a little bit ofa 
groove to do it, and— 
TINA —to not have to answer 
the question of “Were they 
invited back?” 

ly And we like the rule of 
threes. This second time we’re 
just going to phone it in because 
we know we're doing it a third 
time. 
TINA The third time we're going 
to show a long highlight reel of 
the two times that we did it. 


After the last Globes, there 

was talk that you should host 
the Oscars. Were you ever 
approached about that? 

TINA No. I think that’s just a 


much harder, much more time- 
consuming job, and a much 
more intimidating room. Even 
though it’s a lot of the same 
people, they’re just really ner- 
vous that night. That night is 
career-making or -breaking for 
people. Scary. 

AMY Tina and I together and 
separately have hosted enough 
things now that we know that 
round tables make for more 
laughing. 

TINA It’s the feng shui. 

AMY Round tables and drink- 
ing can help with laughing, 
and it’s tougher when you’re 
in stadium seating. 


So it sounds like even if you were 
asked, you wouldn’t want to do it? 
TINA Yeah, I would never want 
to do it. 

AMY I wouldn’t want to either. 
The Golden Globes are just 
loose and weird enough that 
they fit us. 

TINA There are things that you 
realize that, even though it’s a 
big honor to do them, you 
never want to do them. Like 
host the Oscars. Give a college 
commencement speech. Pose 
for Playboy? [Sighs] Yes, it’s a 
huge honor, but you don’t want 
to do it. 


When you look back at your 
Globes performance, what did 
you like about it? And what 
didn’t work for you? 

TINA Well, I watch it almost 
every day. 

AMY I was just about to say, I 
think I watched it once, and then 
I just couldn’t stand my face, 
and I couldn’t watch it again. 
TINA Same thing. 

AMY I think we'll do somewhat 
of the same thing. We'll keep a 
little war room backstage. It’s 
fun to think up jokes while the 
show's going on. 

TINA The thing that I think was 
correct to do was that we just 
kept thinking our job was not 
to do a comedy show but to 
facilitate the awards show. Just 
keep it moving. So I think we’re 
going to come out even less. 
AMY We're going to emulsify. 
It’ll be the most delicious 45 
seconds. I mean, what can they 
do? Fire us? 


What can people expect from 
next month’s Globes? Is there a 
tease you can throw out? 

AMY This is the year of big 
movie stars and tiny spaces. 
Tn boats. 

TINA In capsules. 

AMY And then going from a

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boat to a smaller capsule. 

TINA A movie where Meryl 
Streep gets stuck in an aban- 
doned refrigerator. That was a 
good movie. 

AMY That movie where Brad 


Pitt’s in that sleeping bag. So I 
think the bigger the star, the 
smaller the space. There is a 
movie where George Clooney is 
inside a Ziploc bag. 

TINA He's amazing in it. 

AMY I would predict movie 
stars, as well as television 
stars. What else can we say, 
Tina, that’s going to happen 
this year? 

TINA No singing, but a lot of 
dancing— 

AMY A lot of dancing, but with 


no music. 

TINA [Laughs] Without music, 
that’s what I was going to say! 
AMY We're going to encourage 
people to go real long on their 
speeches. 

TINA I’m going to tell people to 
find it. Don’t stop talking until 
you “find it.” 

AMY At one point, we’re going 
to do some Pink-style aerial 
acrobatics. 

TINA We're going to dress like 
geishas. 

AMY Because that seems to go 
over well. 

TINA And I’m going to use my 
feet to tweet things. I’m going 
to type with my feet and 
tweet-blog. 


Hosting the 2013 
Golden Globes (with 
Fey as fake nominee 
“Damian Francisco”) 
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AMY You’re gonna feet-tweet? 
Oh, that’s the best, because 
you ’realwaysscrewing up and— 
TINA You know when you're 
typing something and it’s really 
screwed up but you keep typing 
because you think AutoCorrect 
will probably fix it? That’s what 
the show is going to be like. 


Let’s talk about your plans to 
work together again. Are you 
throwing any ideas around? 
TINA Yeah, we’re definitely 
always trying to get something 
going, but Amy’s busy at Parks. 
We don’t have that downtime 
where we’re pitching tons 
of stuff. But we want to play 
Siamese-twin judges on a law 
procedural. 

AMY We’re talking 17-hour 
days, stuck together. 

TINA Sitting under one big robe. 
AMY Our condition does not get 
in the way of our judgment. 
And that’s what the show’s 
about: Even though we’re 
bound together, we’re not 
bound to each other’s ideals. 
TINA One of us is very conser- 
vative and the other is a 
recovering alcoholic, so it 
makes for great drama. 

AMY Yeah, we are working on a 
couple of things together. We’re 


going to do a dance movie, Step 
Up 10. We're going to skip to 10. 
TINA This one’s about the dog 
steps that go up to your bed. 
Dog Step Up! 

AMY We’re just going to do the 
voices of the dogs. We’re also 
going to do, um... 

TINA Star Wars. 


Congrats! Although J.J. Abrams is 
probably going to be mad that 
you just revealed that. 

AMY You know what? He can 
call me ifhe has a problem with 
it. We’re in the new Star Wars, 
we play— 

TINA Darth Vader’s mothers. 
AMY He has two horrible moth- 


ers. We know a lot of father 
stuff with Star Wars, and not a 
lot of mother stuff. We play 
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Stumbling to the stage 
to present at the Emmy 
Awards in September 
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these really naggy mothers of 
Darth Vader. 

TINA [in an elderly New Yorker 
accent] “Darth, eat! Why don’t 
you eat?” That kind of stuff. 
AMY “You're never gonna find 
a girl when you go out looking 
like that!” 

TINA Making him practice his 
Jedi stuff for hours. 

AMY Hitting on all his Jedi 
friends inappropriately. I feel 
like the theme of the next Star 
Wars is going to be: How does a 
working mother juggle it all? 
I’m looking forward to that. 
What I like about all these 
giant superhero movies is 
that they speak to the issues 
that I’m dealing with right 
now—working mother and 
time management and how to 
be an interesting, sexual, 


curious woman in your 40s. 
That’s the kind of stuff that I 
like to see on the screen, and 
that’s what I see with a lot of the 
films out today. 


Before we go, can you approve my 
expenses for the bagels, muffin, 
and orange juice? 

TINA Honestly, I approve the 
bagels and the muffin; nobody 
talked about juice. And Dan, 
this has been explained to you 
before. You can’t just go rogue 
here and buy a bunch of 
f---ing juice. 

AMY Dan, I can talk to you sep- 
arately at a later time about 
the juice because I feel like I 
can get that juice for you if you 
just get me a day or two. [To 
Tina] But you're right, Tina!

Do you 
remember being very good or 
do you remember thinking, 
“Oh my gosh, this is something 
that I’m going to do”? 

ELLIE That’s very generous 
of you—I don’t remember 
being very good, but Iremem- 
ber enjoying it a lot, and I’m 
not trying to kiss up to you. I 
think that’s a credit to you 
and [John Burroughs School 


theater chair] Mr. Wayne 
Salomon, because you might 
like something, but then 
when you have a teacher 
who’s fantastic, you like it 
even more. 

JON You have a pretty impres- 
sive academic record as well. 
Did you go to Princeton? Is 
that where you went? 

ELLIE I did! I went to Princeton, 
and I feel like you’re pointing 
out everything nice that I’ve 
done, which is great, but... 

JON Well, I’m not gonna sit 
here and tell all the s---ty 
things you’ve done—it 
wouldn't be a very good arti- 
cle. I mean, we can certainly 
talk about that time you got 
busted and— 

ELLIE Jon! 

JON Okay. Never mind.... You 
were on one of the seminal 
comedies of the decade— 
The Office—and seamlessly, I 
might add, assimilated your- 
self into that cast. Iremember 
when you first came out here, 
you cold-called me and said, 
“Come see my one-woman 
show at the UCB,” and I went, 
and it was very good. When I 
went backstage afterward, 
you said, “Oh my God, I just 
had an audition for The Office,” 
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and—I may be misremember- 
ing, but if I am it’s a better 
story this way—I said, “You’re 
gonna get it, you’re perfect for 
that show,” and lo and behold, 
you did. Now you have Tina 
Fey and Robert Carlock writ- 
ing you an NBC series that’s 
been picked up for the fall 
season—how exciting is that? 
Well, it’s incredibly excit- 
ing—and I mean that word 
literally, incredible! Because 
I’m having trouble believing it 
because I am such a fan of 
those two, and the whole thing 
just seems crazy to me. 
JON Talk to me about your 
new project. How did this fall 


your way? Having spoken to 
Robert and Tina, I know that 
they had you in mind from a 
very early point in the devel- 
opment process. The script is 
very funny, and it’s clearly 
written for you—what was 
that like? Did you find yourself 
just going, like, “Whoa! What’s 
the what?” 

Yes, what is the what? 
The genesis of it was that I did 
a pilot last year that didn’t get 
picked up—but God closes 
a door and then he opens a 
window. 
JON Well, the quote from our 
show is whenever God closes 
a door he opens a dress, but 
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you have to be John Slattery 
to be able to say that and get 
a laugh. I could never pull 
that off. 

ELLIE I did open a dress, and in 
this case, it was Tina Fey’s! 
No, I didn’t. 

JON You opened Tina Fey’s 
dress, and then you made out, 
and then Carlock filmed it, 
and that’s what the pilot is, 
basically. It’s 22 minutes of 
America’s sweetheart Tina 
Fey and America’s newest 
sweetheart Ellie Kemper full- 
on tongue-macking, and then 
Robert Carlock comes in and 
makes a joke, and then there’s 
a fart sound and credits roll. 
ELLIE It’s brilliant, it’s really 
edgy. [Editor’s note: Kemper 
actually stars as a woman who 
escapes a “doomsday cult” and 
moves to New York City to 
rebuild her life.] 

JON Have you shot it? 

ELLIE No, we have not shot the 
pilot.... It shoots in New York— 
we love New York. 

JON You must have met with 
Tina and Robert. Was that 
intimidating? Was it exciting? 
Was it awkward? 

ELLIE I am very high-strung 
and I get very nervous about 
things, so for example this 


call—as I told you, I was 
very nervous about this call! 
Now, there’s no real reason 
because you're a very kind 
person, but still, you get 
nervous for things. 

JON Full disclosure: Tina Fey 
is not hovering over your 
shoulder right now, so you can 
say mean things about her. 
ELLIE I would never! There’s 
nothing mean to say! 

JON Oh, there’s mean things to 
say, trust me. 

ELLIE I believe you. 

JON No, of course not!... I’m 
assuming that our guest edi- 
tors for this issue of EW, Miss 
Fey and Miss Poehler, are

into Amy when you were per- 
forming at the UCB Theatre? 
ELLIE First of all, you are 
correct. I absolutely admire 
their careers and I ama huge 
fan of their work. I never ran 
into Tina in New York—[my 
meeting about the sitcom] 
was the first time I really met 
her. Well, I saw her once at 
Zabar’s, but she didn’t see 
me, so I crept away. 

JON What did you buy? 

ELLIE It was just a tuna salad 
sandwich on a bagel. 

JON What was she getting? 
ELLIE She was just sipping 
from a cup, like a hot bever- 
age.... Technically, that was 
the first time we met. 

JON I don’t even think that’s 
technically— you just saw her. 
You might as well have seen a 
poster of her. 

ELLIE Exactly! And Amy 
Poehler, yeah, she’s always 
around UCB, so I saw her a 
bunch. She remembers every 
single person’s name at that 
theater. 

JON Amy and Tina both have 
this quality, which is that 
they’re incredibly good lead- 
ers because they lead by 
example. They’re almost 
always the hardest-working 


person on their particular job. 
It’s an inspiring lesson to 
learn. 

ELLIE I have not worked with 
them yet, but from afar you 
can see that. 

JON We’re coming to the end 
here, and thank you so much 
for your time—I know it’s very 
late where you are. 

ELLIE You’re welcome, Jon 
Hamm. Yeah, I just squeezed 
this in, you’re welcome. 

JON You are in St. Louis, and I 
know the nightlife is happen- 
ing in St. Louis. Your fans are 
probably waiting outside your 
house and you have to go sign 
autographs. 

ELLIE It’s fine—they can wait a 
little longer. 

JON You are in fact in St. Louis, 
which is adorable, because it’s 
just after Thanksgiving, and 
that’s where you go; you go 
home. It wasn’t that long ago 
when I came and saw your 
one-woman show and you 
were nervous and freaked out. 
What would you tell your 
17-year-old self if that person 
wanted to come out here and 
do this for a living? What’s a 
good piece of advice? Because 
I get asked this question a lot, 
and I often don’t have a good 
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answer for it. But you’re much 
more intelligent than I am, 
and I want you to solve my 
problem for me. 

ELLIE First of all, I’m not kiss- 
ing up to you, but have a great 
teacher like you, because 
that’s what plants the seed. 
To get more concrete, really 
zero in on what you want to be 
doing as soon as you can 
because then you can start 
working toward achieving it. 
I didn’t start doing improv 
[right away]—I did nothing 
for a year and then went to 
New York and went, “Oh, I 
wish I had taken that year to 
get right into it.” 

JON You hit on the most impor- 
tant part of it, which is just do 
it—work. That’s what you 
have done so remarkably. It’s 
been a pleasure to not only 
watch but to be a part of. We 
were in Bridesmaids together, 
which was so cool, because we 
got to walk the red carpet and 
your mom was there. 

ELLIE Now my mom is officially 
going to be over the moon. 
JON Well, you have a great 
mom, you have great parents, 
and that’s the other part of it, 
too. Surround yourself with 
great people—only work with 


people that you find inspiring. 
I think with Robert and Tina 
you’ve put yourself in very 
good hands.

Turns out Lyonne—who 
struggled with drug and alco- 
hol abuse before getting clean 
in 2006—doesn'’t like to watch 
her performances, and the 
only reason she’s seen the first 
episode of Orange is because 
she attended the premiere. 
She’s in the midst of shooting 
season 2, which is set to air 
next year. As riveting as the 
34-year-old is on screen, she’s 
that much more so in person. 
It was tough singling out the 
most fascinating things I 
learned about her during our 
chat, but I managed to narrow 
it down to the following: 


She and Amy Poehler go 

way back. 

“T don’t even know where to 
begin with this Amy Poehler. 
She’ll sign an email ‘Good 
luck, Carol Channing.’ Do I 


write back? Do I frame it? I 
mean, such an epic human 
being. I’ve known her almost 
20 years, when I was a UCB 
groupie in the’90s and I would 
always be lurking in the 
shadows, drinking with them 
at McManus, this bar around 
the corner. Me and Maya 
[Rudolph] were thick as 
thieves. Horatio [Sanz] I’m 
still friends with. I just did 
Jimmy Fallon’s show. At the 
time I just thought I was 
developing a bad reputation, 
but now it’s very useful.” 


She could have been Buffy. 

“Tremember after the Woody 
Allen movie [1996’s Everyone 
Says I Love You] The WB was 
really eager to have me join 
the network. I pitched them 
some show where each week 
we address ’60s political 
issues—civil rights, femi- 
nism. Another time I went in 
drunk with a fifth of Southern 
Comfort in my back pocket 
because I was on a Janis 
Joplin kick. Here was my 
pitch: ‘You seen Chinatown? 
T’m Jack Nicholson, Band-Aid 
on my nose, you can get one 
of those hot girls to be Faye 
Dunaway.’ They were like, 
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‘Sure, no problem.’ Mean- 
while, they were giving me 
scripts for Buffy, Dawson’s 
Creek. [But not] Felicity. They 
offered me everything else, 
but they don’t offer me the 
one hair show? I remember 
going to see my mother after 
Slums of Beverly Hills. She was 
like, ‘I told you two things: I 
told you to get your boobs 
done, and I told you to do 
Buffy. Incidentally, I think 
Sarah Michelle Gellar is all- 
natural in that department.” 


She got really fidgety during 
Passion of the Christ. 

“T went to see The Passion 
of the Christ with Chloé 
[Sevigny]. She’s a real Catho- 
lic. ’'m a very Jewy New 
Yorker. I went to f---ing 
Hebrew school, my grand- 
parents are Holocaust 
survivors. She tells it like I 
was constantly going to the 
bathroom to get high. Each 
time I’m coming back more 
high and I’m like, ‘What the 
f--- is going on here? Chloé, 
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I’m so sorry this happened.’ 
Chloé was probably embar- 
rassed and horrified. It’s a real 
Odd Couple friendship, and ’m 
definitely Walter Matthau.” 


She has a surgery story even 
worse than Nicky's. 

“On Orange, Nicky ODs and 
has heart surgery. Mine was 
less tidy. I was many years 
clean and I was going to a car- 
diologist to be responsible 
because I’d had an infection 
eight years prior when I was 
shooting drugs. So I experi- 
enced the horror of going into 
open-heart surgery stone- 
cold sober. Your brain starts 
sending you signals like you’re 
in The Andromeda Strain. 
‘Run! They’re trying to kill 
you!’ It’s a horror of a differ- 
ent variety, other than waking 
up in a hospital room post- 
OD, which was another one of 
my hobbies.” 


She thinks Hollywood's come a 
long way, baby. 

“T remember [Slums of Beverly 
Hills director] Tamara 
Jenkins’ battle with the 
studio about Vivian getting 
blood on the seat at the 
dinner table when she gets 


her period for the first time. 
They came to her with notes 
like ‘Is this too female?’ Moving 
from blood on the seat to a 
tampon sandwich [on OJTNB]? 
We’ve made real progress 
in the women’s movement in 
show business.” m

“This is going to be an 
awesome day!” Poehler told 
them, exchanging high fives— 
and requesting a somewhat 
awkward “titty bump” with 
both women. Tragically, 
Poehler was soon sidelined by 
an avalanche of oranges. (Long 
story.) But when Glazer and 
Jacobson ran ahead, Poehler 
called out to them from the 
sidewalk. “Never forget! We 
bumped boobs! And they can’t 
take that away from us.” 
Okay, so maybe that didn’t 
happen in real life. The scene 
actually played out in an epi- 
sode of Broad City, which Glazer 
and Jacobson are currently 


adapting for Comedy Central. 
(It debuts Jan. 22 at 10:30 p.m.) 
To be fair, though, Broad City 
intentionally blurs the line 
between truth and fiction. 
Over tea at the Refinery Hotel 
in Manhattan, Glazer and 
Jacobson explain that they 
play “Tlana” and “Abbi,” two 
ambitious young women who 
are always trying to score 
Lil Wayne tickets, cure their 
hangovers, and just survive 
their 20s in New York City. 
“They’re exaggerated versions 
of ourselves,” says Jacobson, 
29, the straighter-haired and 
more serious-minded of the 
two. “I’m a little bit older than 
Ilana, and I’m so set in my 
ways that I need to be young 
again. And Ilana’s character is 
the expediter of that.” 

Also, just like on the show, 
Poehler is their own personal, 
relentlessly upbeat cheer- 
leader. Comedy Central signed 
Glazer and Jacobson based 
on Poehler’s recommendation, 
and her imprimatur has 
helped the show lure guest 
stars including Janeane Garo- 
falo, Hannibal Buress, Amy 
Sedaris, and Fred Armisen, 
who agreed to play a full- 
grown man who wears diapers 
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and talks like a baby. Consid- 
ering that Broad City started 
with a grainy two-minute 
sketch about a homeless 
man, the idea that Glazer and 
Jacobson are making a show 
with big names and an actual 
budget still feels strange. “This 
industry is insane,” insists 
Glazer, 26, the wilder, curlier- 
haired of the two. “There’s a 
lot of bulls---. There’s a lot of 
gross people...” 

‘Definitely put all of this in 
there,” deadpans Jacobson, 
pointing to EW’s tape recorder. 

“But there’s also a lot of 
amazing, golden-hearted peo- 
ple like Amy Poehler, where 
you're like, Okay, it makes sense 
that you got where you are.” 

Long before they met 
Poehler, Glazer and Jacobson 
were living the struggling- 
actor cliché. They both 
worked boring office jobs, and 
abig chunk of their paychecks 
went to classes at the Upright 
Citizens Brigade, the improv 
and sketch-comedy group 
that Poehler cofounded. They 
auditioned for UCB’s house 
team, the Harold, and were 
rejected—multiple times. 
“Our parents were worried,” 
Jacobson admits. So in 2010 


they started posting their 
own YouTube sketches under 
the name Broad City, writing 
and starring in clips that 
found them avoiding pan- 
handlers, making awkward 
subway conversation, and 
using cute guys to get access 
to their washing machines. It 
quickly earned a cult follow- 
ing, with Poehler counting 
herself among their fans. 
After a UCB teacher con- 
nected all three women, 
Poehler agreed to make an 
appearance in the Web series’ 
season 2 finale. Says the Parks 
and Recreation star, “They’re 
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(From top) 
Jacobson, Glazer, 
and Amy Poehler in 
scenes from Comedy 
Central's Broad City 
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really liberated, sexy, unapol- 
ogetically sexual women who 
also have very similar feelings 
and neuroses that I did at that 
age, and still do.” And when 
Glazer and Jacobson screened 
the episode at a viewing party 
in 2011, future Girls creator 
Lena Dunham was one of the 
fans in attendance. (“They are 
the female Andy Kaufmans,” 
Dunham tells EW.) 

It was the kind of meeting 
that zeitgeists are made of. By 
the time Girls debuted in 
spring 2012 and became one of 
the most beloved (or be-hated) 
shows of the year, TV execs 
were already busy searching 
for more young, funny, urban, 
female “voice of a generation” 
shows to call their own. CBS 
had 2 Broke Girls, Fox had New 
Girl, NBC started developing 
a sitcom based on the Tumblr 
blog F---! I’m in My Twenties!, 
and Comedy Central snapped 
up Broad City. “It’s so cool that 
this wave is happening,” 
Glazer says. “It’s not a fad that 
women exist with accountable 
brains. It’s a movement.” 

Poehler once said that she 
loves Broad City because it 
“reminds us that men aren’t the 
only ones who are adolescent 
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and adrift.” And the show does 
feel like a girly twist on the 
arrested-development come- 
dies that Judd Apatow has 
been making for years. Take 
the episode where Ilana smug- 
gles marijuana on a flight by 
hiding it inside a part of her 
body where no airport security 
officer would dare to venture. 
“T did that once,” she says 
proudly. “I was worried, but 
the scariest thing was that it 
was so safe! They were like, 
‘Hello, little white girl!’ And I 
got on the plane.” Or take the 
real-life debates that make 
their way into episodes, like 
the time Glazer and Jacobson 
challenged each other to name 
the grossest celebrities they’d 
be willing to hook up with. 
“My legit one in real life is 
Michael Douglas,” volunteers 
Jacobson, sipping her tea. 
“That’s not gross—he’s 
gorgeous!” argues Glazer. 
“He’s so old, though!” says 
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Glazer and 
Jacobson 


Jacobson, making a face. “Also, 
Rob Kardashian. He has a 
‘dressy sock’ line!” Glazer and 
Jacobson explode with laugh- 
ter. “But you know what? I like 
socks!” Jacobson pulls up her 
pant leg, revealing polka dots 
underneath. 

Dressy socks. Smuggled 
weed. This is the stuff that 
inspires Broad City’s best 
moments, real talk about 
totally surreal things. In future 
episodes, Glazer and Jacobson 
will poke fun at a Brooklyn 
vegan sandwich shop and the 
Chelsea art scene, but ulti- 
mately every episode is about 
two young women trying to 
make it in the city. “I lived in 
Brooklyn for four or five years,” 
Glazer says, “and every time I 
was about to go over the bridge, 
I'd go to the [subway] window 
and say, ‘I’m gonna show you, 
New York!’ I wanted to make 
New York proud, straight up.” 

If New York isn’t proud just 
yet, at least their parents 
are. These days, Glazer and 
Jacobson headline their own 
showcases at UCB. A recent 
night found Jacobson’s father 
in the crowd, looking on hap- 
pily while his daughter and 
Glazer chair-danced to Azealia

But 
recently my dad and I were 
talking about Broad City, and 
he was like, ‘So, you’re okay 
with not getting on a Harold 
team now?’ And I was like,

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DAVID O. RUSSELL HAS BEEN directing movies for two decades, but it 
was only last year, in Silver Linings Playbook, that he broke through 
with his full, true filmmaking voice: madcap but grounded, working 
at a fever pitch of skewed passion. American Hustle, Russell’s brilliant, 
swirling amphetamine high of a movie about deep-dish chicanery in 
the late 1970s, makes good on Silver Linings’ promise. It’s a film of 
jaw-dropping virtuosity and pleasure, one that leaves you revved, 
enthralled, tickled, moved, and amazed.

We've all been there. You’re 
having a conversation with 
someone when suddenly they 
become so engrossed in their 
smartphone that it’s clear 
they’d rather be interacting 
with a device than you.

ALMOST HUMAN IS NOT the first TV show to pair a human and an 
android as police-force partners.

On Jan. 30, 1968—nearly 10 months ahead of 
the Beatles’ White Album—the Velvet Under- 
ground unleashed the original “black album.” 
Literally sheathed in darkness, the downtown 
radicals’ White Light/White Heat is the blister- 
ing, unfettered document that obliterated the 
boring old rules of rock; the late Lou Reed 
famously called it “the Statue of Liberty of punk.” 
But even the best monuments undergo renova- 
tions. So Reed and fellow VU founder John Cale 
worked together one last time on an expanded 
edition of their prickly masterpiece. For connois- 
seurs and the curious alike, White Light/White 
Heat: 45th Anniversary Super Deluxe Edition 
(out now) is loaded with goods—both the origi- 
nal stereo and mono versions of the album are 
here, plus fresh mixes, unreleased songs, and 
the bootleg gem Live at the Gymnasium. 


And while not all the new stuff is mind- 
altering, it’s at least eye-opening. There's an 
early, jaunty version of “Beginning to See the 
Light” from Cale’s final studio session with the 
band, an instrumental take on the notoriously 
wordy Cale narrative “The Gift,” and rare ver- 
sions of “I'm Not a Young Man Anymore” and 
“Guess I’m Falling in Love.” The crown jewel may 
be an even longer and more clamorous live 
“Sister Ray,” clocking in at a thrillingly chaotic 
19 minutes. (You're welcome, noiseniks!) 

The packaging too is crammed with bonuses: 
Lengthy liner notes include an erudite essay 
from Rolling Stone's David Fricke, reproductions 
of concert posters, and little-seen scene photos. 
Taken together, it’s as definitive a testament 
as there can be to a band whose Heat feels as 
searing now as it did nearly half a century ago.
